5(5) —In respect of Central Government employees who have opted for absor¬ 
ption iri the Corporation the total gratuity admissible in respect of the 
service rendered under the Govt, and that under the Corporation should 
not exceed the amount that would have been admissible had the Govt, 
servant continued in Govt, service and retired on the same pay which he 
drew on retirement from the Corporation. 
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3. The existing Regulations 4(2), 4(4), 5(1), 5(2), 5(2)(c), 5(4) and Explanatory Memorandum to Regulation 
5(1) and (4) of the Food Corporation of India (Dcath-cum-Retirement Gratuity) Regulations, 1967 shall be substitut¬ 
ed to read as under 


Regulation No. Amended Regulation 

4. Circumstances 4(2)—Gratuity will not be admissible to an employee who resigns from ser¬ 

vice before completing five years of service (Voluntary retirement under 
a duly approved scheme would not constitute resignation) or who has 
been discharged from service during his period of probation. 

4(4) —If an employee joins the Corporation from another Public Undertaking 
with the consent of both the employers, and the Public Undertaking 
from which he has been transferred to the Corporation pays the gratuity 
to this Corporation at the time of his transfer, for the service rendered 
by him in that Undertaking, his service to that extent shall be treated to 
be qualifying service in the Corporation for the purposes of payment of 
gratuity in terms of these regulations. Similarly, where an employee of 
the Corporation joins another Public Undertaking, with the consent of 
both the employers, the gratuity earned by such employee during ser¬ 
vice rendered to the Corporation to the extent admissible under these 
regulations, shall be paid to that Undertaking at the time of his trans¬ 
fer to that Undertaking.

5(2) •—After completion of 5 years of service but before 12 months’ 

(c) 20 years’service in the Corporation. emoluments. 

5(4) —“Emoluments” for the purpose of these regulations shall mean the last 
pay drawn (which term includes Basic Pay, Special Pay, if any, dearness 
allowance, leave salary, subsistence grant and such other emolu¬ 
ments/allowances as may be declared to count for gratuity from time 
to time) immediately preceding the date of quitting service or the 
date of his death. There will be no ceiling on reckonable emoluments 
for calculating the gratuity. 

Explanatory —The FCT (DCRG) Regulations, 1967 are based on the model Gratuity 

Memorandum to Scheme of the Bureau of Public Enterprises (BPE), Ministry of Industry, 
Reg. 5(1) & 5(4) Govt, of India who have recently increased the ceiling limit of maximum 
amount of gratuity from Rs. 50,000 to Rs. 1,00,000 and removed the 
ceiling on the reckonable emoluments for calculating the gratuity, vide 
BPE’s O.M, No. 2(29)/75-BPE (WC) dated 23-6-88 and 1-12-1988 in 
respect of Public Sector employees who are not covered by the provi¬ 
sions of Payment of Gratuity Act, 1972 and who retire on or after 1-1-86.
